Close Approach of Spring Season 
Arouses Interest and Curiosity. 



Morvich Cynosure of All Eyes at 
Jamaica — Bunting a Slashing 
Big, Racy Looking Colt. 



NEW YORK. N\ Y„ March 12.— With the open 
In" of the spring racing season less than six weeks 
off anti the frost leaving the ground in a way that 
promises a track fit to gallop over in the near 
future, there is an awakening of the racing spirit. 
Which has been dormant since last October. 

Ever.vlmdy wants to know about the horses, espe- 
cially the favorites of last year. There is a par- 
ticular inquiry for the unbeaten champiou Morvich. 
The eolt has had a constant stream of visitors at 
Jamaica, where trainer Burlew has him in charge. 
Those who inspected Morvich before January 1 
found the phenomenal youngster as rough as a work- 
horse and thoroughly enjoying the freedom of a 
large paddock. 

Early in- January the colt was taken up and the 
preliminary work for the campaign of 1922 was 
begun. He was not a big colt as a two-year-old. 
but was larger than some of the best horses we 
have had in the past, possessing the sort of dispo- 
sition that usually goes with a good race horse. 
Now at three he is a racy looking, well-muscled 
colt, with more of the lines of the sprinter than 
stayer in his makeup. That, he won at a mile last 
autumn, however, is an indication that lie will 
race beyond t lie distances favored by his sire 
Kunnymede and grandsire Voter. The fact that the 
latter sent the good stayers Ballot. The Manager. 
Electioneer and Hilarious to the races is in his 
favor and gives force to the argument advaneed 
by the French that sprinters frequently sire stayers. 
No eolt could look better at this stage of his 
preparation for the coming campaign than Morvich 
docs and. barring accidents, he will be ready for 
liis engagements. 

Other three-year-olds which have come through 
the winter in fine condition are Lucky Hour. Kai- 
Sang. Bunting, Runantell. Sir Henry, Broomster. 
Spanish Maize, Gullantman. Rnnstar and Pillory. 
Lucky Hour lacked the rugged qualities of some of 
those whose measure lie took easily. He is now a 
null'll more impressive individual Ilian when lie was 
making friends for himself and his sire. Ilonrless 
Inst fall, by defeating every colt he met witli ill 
exception of Morvich.

Kai-Saug. one of the most mature of last year’s 
colts is a weli-fasliioned three-year old, beautifully 
balanced and all he has to do is to run to liis 
hsiks in order to have a following. llcspite his 
poor race at Pimlico late in the fall, which was 
his last appearance, this three-year-old has too 
many good races to liis credit in 1921 to lie over 
looked. liis icpeated forays against Morvich and 
Miss Joy were enough to take the heart out of any 
ordinary race horse. Sam Hildreth does not spare 
his horses, and Kai-Sang. having engagements to 
fill, was sent out for them. 

Bunting was a big colt at two. and ho is a 
slasher now, standing over as much ground as 
four-yen r- old. He is entirely different type to his 
stable companion Broomster. whose Rook Sand dam 
is goin to help him as it did liis ill-fated brother 
Hroouispnn, winner of the Preakness, and which 
was robbed of greater glory through the kick which 
caused liis death at Aqueduct in May. Harry Payne 
Whitney is one man who will be agreeably surprised 
If Bunting stays over a long distance, as lie pro 
non need him a sprinter after liis Futruity victory. 
Mr. Whitney is one owner without illusions, in so 
fur as liis own horses are concerned, lie looks for 
stayers at limokdale when the get of Joliren, by 
Spearmint. Iiegin to come along. Perhaps Chicle, 
also by Spearmint, may help some in this direction, 
though there are good judges who prefer the female 
line of Joliren.

Kitnaniell is another three-year old that is com in 
into spring training in fine condition. Toni Welsh 
lias him as healthy as a trout in appearance. This 
is a typical Ben Brush, big bodied and heavily 
muscled. While he is not over 15.1>-i hands high 
lie will weigli more today than his sire. Broomstick, 
did when as a tliree-.vear-old lie beat Irish 1-ul for 
the Brighton Handicap, in which lie established a 
liew record for a mile and a quarter. It is a pi 
culiarity of the Broomsticks that they grown long 
past tile average of other horses. Another inch 
would render Riinanlell big enough for any purpose 

Sir Henry and Spanish Maize were two rolls that 
retired Iasi' fall with high private reputations. The 
former was not asked for much till the Maryland 
Futurity, in which race he was hadl.v placed in tin 
early running. He gave a touch of liis real form 
in tiie Walden when he was second to Relay, and in 
the opinion of good judges lie should have won that 
prize. Spanish Maize, fourth to Morvich. Lucky 
Hour and Runantell in the Maryland Futurity, with 
liis weight up. was off next to last and was timed 
ns fast as the winner. He was a .big two-year-old 
and at three is a giant. By the sprinter Spanish 
Prince liis St. Frnaquin dam may help him to stay. 
He is the pick of the Ross three year-olds and great 
things are expected of him by trainer Henry Me 
Daniel. 

Pillory and Relay are both expected to make good, 
especially over a long distance, while there are good 
judges who bsik for Missionary to prove a thre»- 
year-old beyond the ordinary. This son of Hourlcsi 
had bad luck in some of liis races anil lie also de 
veloped a fault of running out on the turns. This 
latter characteristic probably roblied him of a vie 
tory over Audacious at Belmont Park in a high 
weight handicap. Like Ills stable companion Lucky 
liotir. Missionary is inbred to Rook Sand, and the 
qualities of these colls are a testimonial to the 
soundness of Mr. Helmont’s judgment as a breeder.

TIJUANA. Mexico. March 12. — A race at one 
and one-half miles is a feature on any race track. 
It proved so Saturday when the thoroughbred patrons 
refused to he discouraged by the unfavorable weath- 
er and turned out in goodly numbers for a race at 
this distance, in which there was a small but select 
field. To the veterans it recalled the old days, the 
halcyon ones, when horses would run in heats and 
contest as far as they were asked to go. 

Not favorable were the conditions Saturday for a 
race over such a distance. Far from such. Contrary 
to expectations there were showers Friday night and 
Saturday and the fast track of Thursday passed 
from "fast” to "sloppy.” It was an experiment, one 
adding diversity to the variety of programs which 
the ingenuity of secretary Wing lias supplied at 
this meeting. It was to he expected that the 
novelty which such a race would supply would re- 
sult in increased attendance and, disregarding un- 
favorable weather, the patronage measured up quite 
well with the best Saturday attendance of the 
meeting. 

It was a six-horse field and the talent approached 
the picking of a winner with considerable trepida- 
tion. None of the horses had been asked to go tills 
distance before and then again there was the mud 
to add to the complexity of the situation. It was a 
start favorable for all and Billy Stuart elected to 
set tlie early pace. The diminutive rider P. Hum 
allowed Booneville to he reserved for the first mile. 
After this point had been passed his mount opened 
lip a big gap and was far better than the rest at 
tlie end, for he won hard held and by the margin of 
four lengths over Buckhom 11.. which had been 
made the favorite. Bassano Boy, always a con- 
tender. was third. 

Saturday jockey Jackie Huntamer shone like the 
luminary many believe him to be, for he rode three 
winners, his victories being on Ternelte. Little Less 
anil Mistress Polly. As for the other riders. I’. 
Hum was a good second, riding .Booneville and Clear 
Iaike to victory. 

Wash Norvell. well-known racing official, arrived 
here today from Mexico City. It was liis first vi-it 
to the plant here and lie was greatly impressed with 
tlie magnitude of the sport. During the afternoon's 
racing he was the guest of Francis Nelson, presiding 
judge in tlie stand. 

Walter Dupee, California capitalist, made liis first 
visit of the meeting in the border course yesterday. 
In oilier years Mr. Dupee has been a regular visitor 
at the clubhouse, but bis various interests in Cali- 
fornia have precluded an earlier attendance at tlii> 
meeting. 

No less than fifteen candidates are being given 
work-outs for tlie $20,000 Coffroth Handicap, at one 
and one-quarter miles. March 19. If the track is 
fast at least a dozen of the long-distance thorough- 
breds will go to the hands of starter Morrissey. 
Included among the prospective starters are Be 
Frank. Omonil, East Indian. Btecze. Belgian Queen. 
Planet, Lantndos, Rifle, Regreso. Mulciher. Star 
Realm, Regal Lodge, Sunnyland, Veteran and Be- 
lario.

A. B. DADE’S NAME IS MISSING 



Not Included Among Officials Appointed for 
Kentucky Spring Meetings. 



LEXINGTON. Ky., March 12.— No starter was 
named in the list of officials approved yesterday 
by the state racing commission for the Kentucky 
Jockey Club spring meetings. When asked today 
concerning that fact, vice-chairman J. O. Keene, 
who presided at the meeting yesterday, said: "I 

was not aware that the starter hud not been 
named. We approved the Kentucky Jockey Club’s 
appointments with one exception. James Williams, 
an eastern Kentucky man, was listed to he timer. 
The commission added the name of S. K. Hughes, 
who for years has been employed iu that capacity, 
laist year there were two timers. S. K. Hughes 
and TV. V. Walsh, and this year it will lie S. K. 
Hughes and James Williams. It was my impression 
until this moment that A. B. Dade’s name was 
read out as starter. There was no comment ill 
the meeting upon the subject. It is the commis- 
sion’s province without suggestion from the Ken 
tuekv Jockey Club, to name the supervisor of 
pari-mutuels’ and the telegraph censor. This was 
done hv the reappointment of .John B. McLaughlin 
of I.exiiigton to the former jiost and .1. J. Grant 
of Covington, to the censorship. 1 will ask secre- 
tary Stoll to wire Col. M. J. Winn at Baltimore 
and ascertain liis intentions relative to the starter 
for the spring meetings.” 

While here yesterday Colonel Winn remarked that 
starter A. B. Dade had requested a raise in his com 

I sat ion. but be made no further comment upon 

tlie subject . Dade was in the city, but whether lie 
and Winn had a meeting iqmn the subject is not 
disclosed They departed on tlie same train for 
laniisville. Winn saying lie was going to New York 
via Mai. viand ami Dade saying lie was going back to 
I lenderson. 

Bradley Wilson, who remained over today, said 
that Dade had gone back to Henderson to begin work 
on tlie I-ee Basket site for the proposed race course 
between Evansville and Henderson, hut Wilson 
knew nothing as to the reason that Dade’s name 
had not been included in the officials. Wilson said 
Hint he had asked Winn to make a price on the 
Douglas Park grandstand, with a view to buying it 
an 1 removing it to the west Kentucky track site.

Propose Amendment to Anti-Betting Bill That 
Will Kill All Racing. 



BALTIMORE, Md., March 12. — An amendment to 
the anti-race track betting bill, which will kill all 
racing in Maryland, except at bona fide agricul- 
ural fairs, is being prepared, it is understood, in 
iie senate finance committee. It is expected this 
amendment will lie attached to the bill when it is 
reported to the senate, probably this week. Under 
tlie amendment, it is said, it will be made unlawful 
to conduct any horse race for a purse, except by a 
bona fide agricultural fair, and then for a period 
of not more than five days. 

Two years ago a similar bill was proposed and de- 
feated. The difference was that the 1920 measure 
prohibited racing any horse against another in any 
contest for speed or endurance . Whether the senti- 
ment in the legislature or in the state has changed 
sufficiently in two years to make possible passage 
of a hill killing practically all racing is question- 
able. 

Opposition to commercialized gambling is strong in 
tlie present general assembly. It was demonstrated 
in the action of the house In passing by a safe 
majority the anti-race track betting bill. It is re- 
garded as strong enough in the senate to in'iire pas- 
sage of the bill prohibiting belting. The temper of 
the two bouses on the proposed amendment, however, 
lias not been determined. 

The bill as passed by the house was regarded by 
many as a bookmakers’ bill. It was claimed the 
measure would prevent betting tinder state regula- 
tions through the pari-mutuels, hut would not stop 
lietting through handbooks, a condition which exists 
iu other states that have passed similar legislation. 
This point, with loss of revenue now accruing to the 
state from license fees, was emphasized by oppo- 
nents of tlie bill. Those who would eliminate 
betting were frank in many instances to admit the 
truth of this claim, but declared that the state had 
to make a start against gambling and the bill was 
the means of making this start. 

The racing fight is expected In the senate this 
week. It is understood that the amendment would 
put it up to those who are supporting thp measure 
with the declaration that if those supporters are 
sincere in their view and efforts they will get be- 
hind the amended measure and put it across. 

Some members of the legislature urc wondering 
whether tlie amendment will bring out the race 
track men. Race track representatives have been 
conspicuous by their absence from Annapolis despite 
the consideration of a measure affecting the tracks 
future. The assertion was made that, rather than 
injuring the tracks, such legislation would redound 
to their benefit inasmuch as they would he relieved 
of the $ti,00o a day tax now collected front them 
by the state and. as in other states which have 
banned legalized lietting. have interest in racing 
maintained throughout tlie operation of hanclbook- 
ma kers. 



SIX MORE DAYS AT MOBILE 



DR. CLARK’S GREAT TRIUMPH 



Easily Captures Valuable Grand 
Prize of Cuba Handicap. 



Prospects Are for Improved Weather and 
Track Conditions for Final Week’s Racing. 



MOBILE. ALA., March 12. — Indications point to 
ideal weather and track conditions for the final 
week’s racing here, the course at the local fair 
grounds having dried out thoroughly today. II 
lias been clearly demonstrated during the four 
days of the meeting here that there is a bright 
future for the thoroughbred s|>ort in this locality. 
The local people are heartily in favor of it and they 
turn out in large numbers at every opportunity. 
Drawing as it lias hundreds of visitors it proved a 
boon to the merchants and they are unanimous in 
expressing themselves that it has helped their 
business more than any other attraction here in 
years. Tlie only drawback is the track proper, as 
a majority of the horses here are not accustomed 
to racing over a half mile 'course, but they have 
performed well at that. Unavoidable crowding 
and some intentional as well, naturally tends to 
mar the racing to some extent. There invariably 
is a mad scramble going to tlie first turn and the 
bends are so sharp that it is a hard task to 
figure how tlie horses keep in their stride. Rough 
methods have also been indulged in by some of 
tlie jockeys. 

The followers of form have no complaint to offer 
bare ns twelve choices have won in twenty-throe 
races. Three of the successful favorites were of 
the odils-on variety, while one at less than evens 
was defeated. 

Jockey W. Hinphy, who devotes the greater part 
of liis time to riding over the half-mile tracks in 
Canada, stands out over tlie other jockeys here. He 
lias ridden seven winners in four days, and liis 
saddle work is ail the more pronounced iu view 
of the fact that lip has accepted only fifteen 
mounts. There is a deficiency of riders and none 
of great merit. 

Jockey E. Pollard has severed connection with 
the fain & Sanford stable and departed today for 
liis home in Toronto.

HAVANA. Cuba, March 12. — Before a tremendous 
gathering of people and with perfect weather and 
track conditions prevailing Mose Goldhlatt’s five- 
year-old Broomstick gelding Dr. Clark scored one 
of the greatest victories iii his eventful turf earepr 
when he emnterged triumphant in the valuable 
Grand Prize of Cuba Handicap at Oriental Park 
today. 

The crowd that packed the huge grandstand today 
filled pver.v available hit of space, also the lawn and 
stairways were packed, not mentioning the throng 
flint gathered at the clubhouse balconies. It was 
easily tlie largest and most representative of the 
Hireling, being composed of people of all walks of 
life, from lenders of the Cuban world of politics 
and commerce to the humble clprk. It was the most 
enthusiastic gathering when the horses in the big 
handicap came thundering down the homestretch. 
Their nerve wracking struggle was acclaimed by 
applause that fairly shook the grandstand and re- 
echoed to the adjacent hills. The return of the win- 
ner and lucky rider to the judges’ stand was a sig- 
ns! for another noisy demonstration that did not die 
away until the vic torious, flower bedecked hero was 
led hack to the stable. 

The story of tlie big race is briefly told. Dr. 
Clark, ridden by M. Garner, took tlie lead with the 
rise of the harrier and never relinquished it. Gar- 
ner rode a masterful race, his judgment of pace 
was faultless. Not for a moment did he permit 
the Broomstick gelding to extend himself until it 
was necessary. Dr. Clark tried to hear out at the 
first turn, but Garner kept hint close to the inside 
rail and saved ground at every turn. These tactics 
had their reward at the end. In the last eighth Sea 
Prince, which closed a big gap from a slow be- 
ginning. threatened seriously anil, finishing with 
great speed, was gaining on the leader with every 
stride. However, Dr. Clark had speed in reserve 
and gamely responded to the call of his rider to 
win by a length and carry off the richest prize 
offered for horses of tlie older division at the 
meeting. The stake had a gross value of $17,550, 
and tlie winner’s share amounted to $14,890. 



THRILLER IN OPENING DASH. 

A thrilling finish in the opening dash whetted the 
apiietite of the big crowd for tlie more important 
racing to conic. At the end of this race Baccha- 
nalian. Jill anil Ba.vwood came thundering past tlie 
winning line only separated by inches and it was 
not until the official placing was announced that 
the spectators were certain of the verdict. They 
were placed as named above. Bacchanalian lasting 
under Kennedy’s vigorous finish, with Jill and Bay- 
wood right at her heels. The latter’s race was n 
remarkable performance, as he was caught in the 
webbing at tlie start and practically left. 

Again in the second and third races the finishes 
were close. Manicure taking tlie second in a hard 
drive from Unimito, while Triotnphant heat Bill 
Hunley by a nose in the third. 

Major Dotno led all the way to win the fourth 
race in easy fashion, while R.imkin was in command 
from start to finish in the sixth, this being tlie sec- 
ond victory of the day for jockey B. Kennedy. 

The veteran Brvnlimah proved easily best in the 
mile and an eighth race that concluded the after- 
noon’s sport, outgaming and outlasting Poiltt in a 
hotly contested finish the result of which was in 
doubt until the final strides.

JOHN PORTER AND HOLOCAUSTE’S FATE 



LONDON, England. Fehrnary 22. — Many incidents 
about John Porter’s racing experiences come in tin* 
wake of the great trainer’s dentil. 

Flying Fox was the last of the seven horses 
Porter saddled to win the Derby in 1899. Those 
who remember that race recall the controversy that 
took place as to whether Holocauste, the French 
candidate, but for a fatal accident, would uol 
have come in first. John Porter is quite impar- 
tial on the point. He quotes the description given 
after the race by Tod Sloan, who rode Holocauste. 

“We crossed the tail road with Flying Fox well 
beaten by this time, and Holocauste not having 
been called on for any effort at all.. Suddenly 
something happened. I thought I iiail been cut into. 
There was a shock, and it was as much as I could 
do to keep in my saddle. The jioor beggar rolled 
from side to side, but he didn’t come down, as 
many have asserted he did. He was a horrible 
sight with his leg broken off short. In fact, the 
slump was sticking in the ground.” 

Holocauste was, of course, destroyed. Of the 
affair Porter sagely remarks: “What would have 

happened if Holocauste had not come to grief is. 
after all. a matter of conjecture.”
